In  order,  however,  to  guard  against  any 
prejudice  which  might  result  to  British  claimants  from  their  claims  not  being  inserted  in  this  List,  it  is 
necessary  to  observe  that  the  Return  is  not  to  be  taken  as  conclusive ;  and  this  reserve  is  the  more  necessai'y 
inasmuch  as  it  is  understood  that  numerous  claims  have  been  registered  in  the  British  Mission  at  Washington, 
though  not  reported  home,  which  may  in  due  season  be  brought  before  the  Government  of  the  United  States.
